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St. Boniface Society Finds 
Spot where Jesuit Fathers 
were Murdered. 








On the second day of September, 
1902, some members of the: newly or- 
ganized society called “La Societe 
Historique de St. Boniface,’ left 
Rat Portage to visit Massacre ig? 
land and the ruins of old Fort St. 
Charles, built by the first’ explorers 
of the west.

‘They 
found, stilt firmly holding on the top 
of the ruck which commands the 
south western part of that isiand, 
the cross which ‘the Jesuit Fatuers 
erected in 189U. It is on this ‘slang 
that oo June 1736, Father .! ear 
Pierre de la Touche-Auineau, S.J., 
with the eldest son of La; Verendrye 
and 19 other Frenchmen were treach- 
erously murdered: by a band of uth 
Sioux who surprised them prabably 
during the night ‘and murdered them 
all.

Powussin, whem  tney took on 
board at Flag island, indicated to 
them the very! spot where Lhe re- 
giains of Fort St. Charles were to 
be fouud. It is just a littie to the 
west of Bucket island, on the north 
side of the inict. 

They tound there on September 3, 
buried abuut one fout and a hall‘in 
the ground, the reinamms’ of a chim, 
ney built by Hrenchinen, aceording 
to the Indian tradition. It lays a 
lew leet back uf one of the five vuild- 
Ings erected by Indians. Both Po- 
wassin aud Audakatuiguwini, wien 
asked if this chimney bad pot been 
built by the Hudson's Kay Company 
vr the Northwest Company our by 
Englishinen, most e¢mphatically re 
plied: “No, no, Kawinketko.” 

They asserted that the tradition ot 
their ancesters pad been well preser- 
ved regarding that fort as well as o1 
Massacre island and that according 
to that tradition faithiusly presery- 
ed, the Fren¢hinen . had erecied 
houses on that wery spout. [t is pro- 
bable that the ‘great grandfather o1 
Powassin saw La  Verandyre build 
that fort: so that after all the tra- 
ditiun 1% Not so far away as che 
would feel disposed to think at first.

The members of La Soci Ate Histor- 
ique de St. Boniface have heen «ble 
io see for themselves. that the con- 
ditions Sbave mot been matertally 
ehanged since that day. Hunting and 
fishing are still good and the banks 


‘of the inlet, up to the ruins of the 


old storeof the Hudson’s Bay t‘orm- 
pany, at the head of the inlet of the 
Northwest Angle are still covsred 
with wild oats which are today as 
wholesome and delicious as in the 
days gone by. 

When the Jesuit Fathers in 1890 
erected a- cross on Massacre wdand 
they had as their guide the late cap- 
tain La Verdiere, who knew the Lake 
of the Woods, and had been repe :ted- 
ty told by Chatelain that the iwand 
lu question Was the one where 2} 
Frenchmen had been murdered. 

Chatelain was born in that ralt of 
the country and was then about sb 
years old. Hus father, who dived al-
